I am 
writing to both the Chambers of 
Commerce of San Bernardino and 
Riverside in order to find out how 
this land is considered suitable for 
grain as well as for fruit culture, but 
I would like to get your own point 
of view ag to the possibilities of that 
district developing into a good farm- 
ing district under progressive lines, 
as there are a few here who are 
considering going down into that 
portion of Southern California on re- 
ceipt of adequate and reliable in- 
formation.” 

No Water, No Good. 

Quatre was informed that the land 
in question could not be made to 
grains or fruits without an 

irrigation system, which 
could not be provided.

“A certain broker and promoter 


came here with this proposition for 
the first time last spring. He stated 


that this 29 Palms district was a 
valley about 1800 feet above sea 
level and from 10 to 12 miles wide 


and from 35 to 40 miles long. 
“He had no difficulty in disposing 
of about 20 sections (more than 12,- 


000 acres) among possibly 35 or 40 
farmers of our district. He claimed 
a similar amount had aiready been 
disposed of among farmers’ from 
the state of Maine. So in order to 
get in I purchased 80 acres at the 
rate of $35 an acre.”

Vitamines in Milk 

Vitamines are recently discovered 
constituents of food. Relatively little 
is known about the nature of vita- 
mines save that they are indispens- 
able for normal health and growth 
and that if they are left out of the 
diet for a long period so-called “de- 
ficiency diseases” may develop.

While certified raw milk is usually 
the cleanest milk obtainable, it is 
usually expensive. Good pasteurized 
milk is satisfactory for children, if 
the juice of oranges, canned or raw 
tomatoes, or certain other vegetables 
and fruits is given to provide vita- 
mine C. Directions for home pas- 
teurization are given in the bulletin, 
together with an explanation of how 
bacteria gets into milk, the harm 
they cause, and the effect of careless 
handling upon them. 

A great many kinds of bacteria 
have been found in milk. Some of 
them cause the formation of lactic 
acid, which gives sour milk its char- 
acteristic flavor, while others cause 
milk to purify if allowed to stand 
long enough. The bacteria that 
cause serious diseases may also get 
into milk, and are sometimes spread 
in this way, resulting in epidemics.

Senator Eden of Santa Ana 


was responsible for the measure,

mur. He pointed out that the 
commercialization of the holly in- 
dustry at Christmas time is strip- 
ping our mountains of the decora- 
tion, and declared that the only 
way the crop can be replenished 
is to prohibit cutting the bushes 
for a period of years. 
No Holly Available 

Practically all of the moun- 
tains to the north of us are affec- 
ted by the measure, and as a re- 
sult the usual week-end trips into 
the eanyons in search of the 
pretty green bushes with their 
colorful red berries will have to 
be forgotten this winter. 

Nature lovers .throughout the 


Reports from the East are 
mourning the fact that the holly 
on the eastern coast will be prae- 
tically devoid of berries this year 
due to the freezing weather of 
last spring. They are making 
arrangements to fasten artificial 
berries on the natural branches 
{and sell the decoration at a 
‘higher price than ever before to 
imake up for the extra work nee- 
| essitated. 

The mistletoe, however, is not 
lincluded in the new law in Cali- 
fornia, and those of our more ad- 
venturesome youths who care to, 
may climb the heights of our 
canyon trees after that elusive 
parasite which gives our houses 
an air of holiday decoration and 
our young people privileges 
around the Christmas time.
